General, 

Although totally looking Is the elementary knowledge and principles 
of the office y&o oooupy, unfortunately, I would bo content not to 
consider your letter if I hollered that it had been written in, r.ood faith. 
But alnoe ft was s tuple for no to disoern that it ia no more than the 
rosult of a oombi nation or hidden actives very poorly camouflaged, 
and oomoired for purpose whioh Js no longer a mys tery to anyone, it ia 
necessary that I reply appropriately. 

1 was noire to hare believed that the lecture you bad rooeieod on the 
oooaslon of uqt first audienoe with His Majesty had been strong enough 
to impress you with the limitations of your office and of the attitude 
which you should adopt in the presence of the Sovereign, when it is 
neither permitted that you take part, nor intervene, except by imitation. 
I. deceived syself. Tour audacity is similar to that of the most detested 
nan sho ever proceeded you* Ur dare ana. ( Washington Ccnsenti General 
Hudasou here refers to Ernest Urdareanu, adjutant to OarolTIX and confident 
of Madame Slone Lupeseu. Urdarea nu aooonpanied Carol and Lopes ou into 
exile.) And it is well that you be forewarned that I am not the one 
who first thought of making the comparison between you and the above- 
mentioned poreotu The manner in whioh you carry out your functions 
leads one, possibly even some of those persons with whoa you have concluded 
a well-known deal, to neke the comparison* 

the office of a Rcyal Adjutant, General, demands a great deal of reserve, 
great trust, and moreover groat tact— qualities whioh you tend to 
ignore completely, in cose you have them. That, beoause of a lack of 
them, some day you will hove to give an accounting, is not important. 

'•feat is important is the {hot that in not observing them, you db a great 
harm to the Sovereign. If you would disturb yourself to study the 
activities of your predecessors at Court, you would find no other one 
than the person mentioned above who thought he oould usurp the powers 
that you hsevo taken unto yourself • 

In foot, in what capacity do you pe r mi t yourself to give us, me and 
others like nyself, lectures regarding the obligations and notions whioh 
belong to our domain? Cleansed in the sorvloe of Ration and Crown, the 
qualities of ay services have boon honest and bear the stamp of approval 
of our people, and it is not for you to attempt or to present them in any 
light other than that in whioh they were won. One’s oxporeinoe in the 
field of athletics does not qualify ono to aasu&e the role of a loader 
for certain former high stutonent, who for many year 3 have fulfilled 
their obligations in praise and honesty known to all. 
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Forced by your letter to rordnd you, do not think that I will attempt 
to justify it; possibly sobered by realities, rry hepos are that you will 
oonduot your office within its limitations.
